Gen. KING, being now called for, spoke as fol- 


lows : 
Gentlemen of the Excelsior Society: 


I greet you, and all our guests assembled here 


to«night, with a hearty welcome, It is always a 
pleasure to meet and mingle with so goodly a 
company. It ia especially a pleasure when these 
gatherings are held to commemorate some grate- 
.ul recollections of the Past, to cull flowers from 
jhe fleeting Present, and to lay up for the Future 
abundant store of pleasant meraories,ol good feel- 
ing and of good fellowship. 
The season, like the 


occasion, is propitious. The hoar frost and crust~ 
eu snow without — JTature's winter livery — do but 
render more agreeable by contrast, more genial 
jii their glow, the good cheer, the bright laces 
and the warm heaits within. To-night, too, is 
everywhere a holiday — the era of the Now Year. 
We can already see the skirts of the departing 
Eighteen Fluadred and Fifty, and almost catch 
the footfall of approaching Fifty-One. 
We can 


cant evergreens into the gr^ve of the year that ia 
lied, and Btrew with flowera the pathway of the 
year that is to come. The season now so near 
ltd close has not been without its vicissitudes, its 
shadows, and its griefs; but though the sunshine 
has been chequered by occasional clouds ; though 
some cherished names have been dropped from 
our last year's muster-roll — some gallant spirits 
"aspired the clouds" — it has not been without its 
compensations and its joys,. Most of us. who met 
together last New Year's eve, are heie again to- 
night. The general progress of our City and 
State, in the face of eorne discouraging circum- 
stances and in spite of all lets and hindrances, 
has been rapid and prosperous, and a measure of 
comfort, health and happiness ha1} beeD given to 
ua which it ia the lot of fjw people to enjoy. — 
These, gentlemen, arc reasons fur thankfulness, 
and this not an inappropriate time for its expres- 
sion. May I no . be pei milled, in the same con° 
nection, to express the warm and earnest wish of 
my heart, that the year now dawning upon us 
may come wreathed with smiles and pregnant 
with blessings ; that it may bring to each and all 
around this boaid, health, prosperity and glad- 
ness; that it may lend a fi-eeb impulse to the on- 
ward and upward career of our City and State; 
that it may add to our number, furnish us with 
fresh motives of pride in the State of our birth, 
and fresh incentives to effort in the State of our 
adoption ; and that its close may find us, and 
more- of us, assembled ajjam at our uMiiml Feeti 
val, with heaJth and hope undimiuished--with 
hands and hearts etill warm and active in every 
good cause and for every good work. 


Gentlemen, we have discussed the substantial 


of the feast, and disposed of the appointed re- 
gular toaate; and tbe field m now to be cleared 
for general action. Our western custom exacts 
that this should be a free fight, and every man is 
expected and is welcome to take a hand in. In the 
administration of the office I hold, I shall be 
guided by a rule, founded on high precedent and 
understood to prevail st Doonybrook Fair. 
This is, wherever you see ahead to hit it. I ahaU 
endeavor, gentlemen, to do so to-night, but if the 
head thus hit fails to respond, I shall conclude 
that there's nothing in it — the rule I mean, gen- 
tlemen, not the head. 


I am told, gentlemen, that in taking upon my- 


self the office to which your inconsiderate parti- 
ality elected me, I have assumed certain obliga- 
tions, which the unwritten Constitution of our 
Society attaches to the President's chair. 
I 


understand that it was expected of me, in accord. 
ance with the fundamental rules of our " Excel- 
sior" order and the immemorial usage of mj 
illustrious predecessors, to eel an edifying and 
encouraging example to all around me, in doing 
justice to the supper, and in making a speech, or 
proposing a sentiment. I call upon those in my 
immediate vicinity to bear witness to the fact 
that I have not fallen short of my duty in the 
parttcuiar first named, and I will give reciprocal 
testimony in their behalf, that they have follow- 
ed closely and persevenngly in my footsteps—im- 
proving, indeed, upon my teachings. But I confess 
to you, gentlemen, that I cannot promise like suc- 
cess in the duty that remains to be discharged. 
I cannot forget that the post I now occupy has 
heretofore been filled by one pre-eminently 
qualified to discharge its duties; and I must be 
permitted to express my regret—a regret in 
which I know you all share—at his absence now. 
Though occupied eli-ewbere with the cares and 
duties of judicial oflke, 1 have no doubc that his 
thoughts will fly hitherward to-night, and that, 
without being invoked by those modern Glen- 
dower's, who can call spirits from the vasty 
deep, he will be with us, in spirit, to-night— 
watching the progress of our feast, Avarmiug 
with every kindly sentiment, responding to all 
our good wishes and quite content

Some kind friend had wliitjierud "1 w'isU lie were here!" 


Gentlemen, I echo that wish, hut not in a whis- 


per. I speak it aloud—I proclaim, right heartily 
—I wish he were here ! He would do, as I can- 
not hope to do, full justice to this cliair, to the 
occasion, and to you. 


Gentlemen, I have thought that the very few 


moments longer that I shall trespass upon your 
attention, might not unprofitably be given to a 
glance at the objects we proposed to ourselves in 
forming this Society, and in holding these annual 
Festivals. We do not come here to exalt our 
native State at the expense of any other portion 
of the Union; to disparage this, or that State, be- 
cause it may not happen to have been that of 
our birth; to draw unkind or invidious distinctions 
between the different sections of the Union, or to 
indulge in ungenerous and uncalled-for reflections 
upon the motives, the peculiarities, or the pro 
ceedinga of any of our sister Societies. We are 
assembled for no such einister purpose. The sea- 
son, the occasion, the very origin of our Associa* 
tion, foi bid a such a course. We should be unwor- 
thy Sons of New York, if we harbored any HUKU 
unkind thoughts, or clung to any euch narrow 
prejudices. These were not the lessons we learned 
at the " ExceUior" fount. 
No, gentlemen, if 


there he one quality which especially and em- 
phatically distinguishes NEW YOUK among her 
sister States—which has been characteristic alike 
of her ortgin,her progress, and her present policy, 
it is the broad, liberal, far-seeing, comprehen- 
sive, catholic tpint which has pervaded her 
councils, animated her statesmen, and 
iufueed 


its-elf into tbe mass of her SODS. It ia to this 
that we may attribute her steady regard for the 
rights and interests of all sections of the country 
—her unselfish, unswerving and uncalculating 
devotion Jo the Union. Though in name, as in 
fact, the Empire State—first ia wealth, power 
and population—possessed of ample resources, 
the fruits of her own enterprize and sagacity— 
commanding the commeice of the Ocean and the 
trade of the West—including within her borders 
the Commercial Emporium of the Western Hem- 
isphere, destined ere long to be the Commercial 
Metropolis of the World—though she is all this) 
and may hope to be much more than this, NKW 
YOUK has no thoughts, no hopes, no aspirations 
outside of the Union.

member that the battle-Quid of Saratoga is in- 
cluded within the bounds of New Yoik, and that 
it was a Son ot Ktw Yoik who there first brought 
the British Lion to bay, we cannot, and we 
would not if we could, forget that Virginia has 
her Yorktown, and that Massachusetts boasts of 
Bunker Hill. We love to cheiish the reflection 
that m the war of tho Revolution, in the war of 
1812, and in the recent war 
with Mexico, th« 


blood which coni-ecrated Freedom's batile-fielde 
and which purchased the Republic's triumphs, 
flowed from Northern as well us Soulhetn, from 
Eastern as well aa Western veins—that of the 
Soldiers and Sages ol tbe Revolutionary era, as 
many were born beyond, as th ia aide of Mason 
and Dixon's line—and liiat when the battle was 
set and the standard unfurled, they followed lit. 
fortunes and fonght beneath ts folds, in victo- 
ry as in defeat, wherever it led, and over what- 
ever soil it floated. 


Gentlemen, we are Dot of the tribe who think 


that no good can come cut of Nazareth—or 
that oil good ban emanated from New York.— 
While we gratefully claim the Empire Slate as 
our birth-place—while we point with pride, to 


her institutions, her laws.ber system of Education, 
her noblo works, public her general enterprize, 
sagacity and fair fame ; while we propose to 
ourselves, humbly yet hopefully, to imitate all 
that there is of good and great in her experience 
and hist iry, we do not forget that there are other 
elements and other sources of individual and 
national greatness and glory, outside of New 
York. We recognise nud do honor to the in- 
domitable energy, the shrewd business tact, the 
unflagging perseverance and the law-abidiug 
character of the Sons of New England. We res- 
pect tho high ambition, the chivalrous feelings, 
and the many geueioua qualities of the Sons cf 
the Soutb. We dulight id the free, eelf-relying 
go-ahead spirit of the natives of the West. 
We 


welcome, too, tho mercurial sou o f E i i n ; the 
frugal Hollander ; the toiling Norwegian ; the
